Mr. Charles Dandelake came to us 
this vear from Appalachian State Teacher’s College. In his first year he has 
made an able assistant to “Greg,” and has won the respect of the entire team. 

With the problem of filling the gaps left in the lne-up by Jimmy Allen, 
All-State center, and twelve other lettermen, Coach Ray Gregson and his new 
assistant, Charles Dandelake, set out to build a top-notch football team. 
The eleven-game schedule was the most grueling one faced by any high school 
team in the state. 

In the opener with Fuquay Springs, Coach Gregson gave every man on the 
squad a chance to show his abilities, and, in so doing, the “Caps” trounced the 
visitors 84-13, in the heat of early fall. 

Journeying to Greensboro the following week-end, the “Caps” received a 6-2 
licking from the “Purple Hurricane” in Municipal Stadium before a large 
night-crowd. 

With the sun again burning down, the “Caps” swamped the Fayetteville 
“Bulldogs” 26-0. 

Raleigh gained its second conference victory by beating the supposedly- 
strong Wilson “Cyclones” 27-7 here, in Riddick Stadium. 


For a fitting opening in their new athletic field, the “Caps” shifted into high 
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Football Season 


gear and scalped the Gaffney “Indians,” generally one of the strongest teams 
in South Carolina, 39-0. 

On Wofford College field, the “Caps” swamped the Spartanburg “Spartans” 
32-2 with the mercury above 90 degrees. 

The “Caps” third conference win was costly. They tamed the “Wildcats” 
of Wilmington 19-0, but lost the services of their regular left tackle, Owen 
Reeves. 

The Columbia, South Carolina, ‘“Whirlwinds” boasted an undefeated, untied, 
and unscored-upon record, until Raleigh came. The “Caps,” displaying ex- 
ceptional form, came away with a 7-6 win when John Perry, after tying the 
score by “bulling” his way the last five yards of his 20-yard touchdown run, 
split the uprights for the margin of victory.
